Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  salary  for  the  two  members' 
t®  be  elected  as  provided  in  section  one  (1)  of  this  ordinance  be,  and  is 
hereby,  fixed  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  dollars  each  per  annum,  payable 
quarter-yearly. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  aforesaid  Board  of  Trustees  to  require  the  Superintendent  to  keep  ah 
accurate  account  of  the  products  of  the  farm  consumed  by  the  inmates,  at 
the  prices  current  for  such  produce,  and  report  the  value  of  the  same  to  the 
Corporation  at  the  end  of  each  quarter. 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  it  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of 
the  aforesaid  Board  of  Trustees  to  require  the  Superintendent  to  see  that  the 
bodies  of  all  persons  deceased  at  the  institution  be  interred  by  some  Christian 
minister  or  priest,  and  to  cause  the  graves  of  all  such  deceased  persons  to  be 
designated  by  head-boards,  bearing  their  names  legibly  marked  thereupon.

AN  ORDINANCE  levying  a General  Tax  and  Special  Direct  Taxes  for  the  year  1869, 

Be  it  ordained  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council 
of  the  Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  levied 
and  imposed  a direct  tax  of  seventy  cents  on  each  and  every  one  hundred 
dollars  of  the  assessed  value  of  real  and  personal  property,  as  the  same  stands 
valued  and  assessed  at  this  time  on  the  books  of  assessment,  now  on  file  in 
the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation,  and  on  the  additional  assessment 
for  the  year  1869,  forthwith  to  be  made  by  the  Assessors,  and  to  be  filed  in 
the  said  office ) and  also  there  shall  be,  and  hereby  is,  levied  an  additional 
special  tax  of  five  cents  for  the  Metropolitan  Railroad  debt,  fifteen  cents  for 
the  gas  tax,  and  twenty-five  cents  for  additional  compensation  to  the  Metro- 
politan Police  force — all  on  each  and  every  one  hundred  dollars  of  the  assessed 
value  of  real  and  personal  property,  as  the  same  stands  valued  on  the  books 
aforesaid,  and  on  the  additional  for  the  year  1869  to  be  made  as  aforesaid, 
excepting  in  each  instance  public  burying  grounds,  the  Female  Orphan 
Asylum  and  houses  of  public  worship  j and  the  Clerk  of  the  Corporation  is 
hereby  directed  to  keep  separate  accounts  of  the  receipts  and  expenditures 
of  the  general  and  special  direct  taxes  hereby  levied,  and  to  apply  the  five 
cents  for  Metropolitan  Railroad  debt  according  to  the  provision  of  a law  of 
Congress,  entitled  “An  act  authorizing  the  corporate  authorities  of  George- 
town to  impose  additional  taxes,  and  for  other  purposes,"  approved  March 
2,  1865 ; and  the  twenty-five  cents  for  additional  compensation  to  the  Metro- 
politan Police  according  to  the  provision  of  the  act  of  Congress,  being  the 
general  appropriation  bill  approved  June  25,  1866,  an  act  approved  25th 
November,  1866,  and  to  no  other  purpose. 

Sec.  2.  And  be  it  further  ordained.  That  the  Collector  of  Taxes,  hereby 
imposed,  shall  proceed  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  in  conformity  with  an 
ordinance  entitled  “An  ordinance  relating  to  the  duties  of  the  Tax  Collector, 
approved  January  17,  1868,"  and  on  closing  of  the  respective  accounts  to 
ho  allowed  a commission  for  services  of  four  per  cent,  on  the  amount  of  tax 
levied,  any  ordinance  or  part  of  an  ordinance  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 
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Sec.  3.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  section  3 of  an  ordinance  levy- 
ing a general  tax  and  special  direct  taxes  for  the  year  1864,  and  providing 
for  the  redemption  of  water  stock,  approved  February  6,  1864,  be,  and  the 
same  is  hereby,  repealed,  and  the  Clerk  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed 
to  credit  to  the  general  fund  any  uncollected  taxes  that  may  hereafter  be 
paid  in  pursuance  of  the  above  quoted  2d  section  of  the  above-named  ordi- 
nance, and  that  he  is  further  authorized  to  credit  to  the  general  fund  any 
money  now  on  hand  belonging  to  the  fund  known  as  the  “Water  Stock 
Fund.” 

Sec.  4.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  so  much  of  any  resolution  or 
ordinance  as  may  be  inconsistent  with  this  ordinance  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby,  repealed. 

Sec.  5.  And  be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Collector  be,  and  he  is 
hereby,  authorized  and  directed  to  allow  a discount  of  eight  per  centum  on 
all  the  taxes  levied  under  the  foregoing  ordinance  paid  to  him  on  or  before 
the  first  day  of  April  next,  and  the  sum  of  six  per  centum  on  all  sums  of  said 
tax  paid  to  him  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  J uly  next,  and  three  per  centum 
on  all  sums  of  said  taxes  paid  to  him  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  October 
next.

A RESOLUTION  appointing  a committee  to  advocate  before  Congress  equal  rights  to  all, 
without  regard  to  race  or  color. 

Resolved  by  the  Board  of  Aldermen  and  Board  of  Common  Council  of  the 
Corporation  of  Georgetown , That  the  Mayor,  Recorder,  and  President  of 
the  Board  of  Common  Council  are  appointed  a committee  to  urge  upon 
Congress  the  speedy  passage  of  a law  repealing  all  existing  laws  which  create 
a distinction  on  account  of  race  or  color  for  eligibility  to  any  elective  oflice, 
or  to  be  drawn  as  jurors  in  the  District  of  Columbia.

taste,  and  deleterious  to  health  ; these  objectionable  features  are  particularly 
aggravated  in  summer,  when,  owing  to  the  large  extent  of  surface  exposed 
to  the  rays  of  the  sun,  the  water  is  heavily  charged  with  decaying  animal 
and  vegetable  matter.  But  the  chief  source  of  inconvenience  is  of 
the  mains  to  convey  an  adequate  quantity  of  water  for  the  use  of  the  two 
cities  of  the  District ; the  elevated  portions  of  which  are  very  frequently 
deprived  of  even  a partial  supply.  In  view'  of  these  facts,  it  is  all-important  for 
the  health,  convenience,  and  safety  from  widespread  conflagration,  of  the 
people  of  the  two  District  cities,  that  Congress  should,  at  its  present  session, 
provide  means  for  the  immediate  removal  of  the  difficulties  herein  set  forth 
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by  making  appropriations  for  the  speedy  completion  of  the  Washington 
Aqueduct. 

And  be  it  farther  resolved , That  the  Engineer  in  charge  of  the  Washington 
Aqueduct  is  well  deserving  of  the  highest  respect  and  confidence  of  the 
corporate  authorities  and  people  of  Georgetown.

The  work  to  be  done 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Street  Commissioner ; and  the  Clerk  is  hereby 
authorized  to  pay  for  the  same  upon  his  certificate  as  the  work  progresses, 
reserving  twenty  per  cent,  until  the  satisfactory  completion  thereof. 

Sec.  3.  Be  it  further  ordained . That  for  the  purpose  of  improving  said 
street,  as  proposed  in  section  2 of  this  ordinance,  the  sum  of  one  dollar  and 
fifty  cents  per  front  foot  be,  and  the  same  is  hereby,  levied  and  imposed  on 
all  lots  or  parts  of  lots  on  each  side  of  said  extension  within  said  limits  ; and 
that  the  Collector  of  Taxes  is  hereby  directed  to  proceed  to  collect  said  fax.

died,  That  the  whole  of  said  tax  shall  be  collected  by  the  15th  day  of  Jan- 
uary, A.  D.  1870;  on  failure  thereof  the  Collector  is  hereby  directed  to  en- 
force the  collection  of  the  same,  in  accordance  with  the  charter  and  laws  of 
the  Corporation.

Be  it  further  ordained , That  the  Commissioner  shall  have  full 
power  to  draw  and  expend  the  proceeds  of  said  tax  for  the  purpose  aforesaid, 
who  shall  account  therefor  to  the  Clerk  on  or  before  the  first  day  of  Feb- 
ruary next.
